Aside from 
Jefferson, ninety-three other counties 
were forced to stand an increase. 

Real estate men and property own- 
ers generally are disgusted with the 
action of the State Board, which 
they unhesitatingly class as arbitrary 
and unfair, especially on property in 
many sections in the city. While no 
fight is probable from the Real 
Estate Association as an organiza- 
tion, it is predicted that individual 
agents will resist payment of the 
raise on some of the property they 
represent. 

Dan Murphy, of the Fidelity Trust 
Company, said that the raise is un- 
just, and that in some cases a boost 
of 12 per cent, will place an illegal

"After all, there is nothing inher- 
ently improbable in the idea that 
mice may be the means of conveying 
measles to the human subject, and 
it will be interesting to discuss 
briefly Dr. King's arguments in 
support of the theory. Numerous 
cases are on record in which measles 
appears to have originated irom 
contract with straw. According to 
Dr. King, during our Civil War it 
was generally understood that the 
soldiers in both armies contracted 
measles by sleeping upon straw. 

"In 1862, Dr. J. H. Salisbury, of 
Newark, O., obtained from wheat 
straw spores of fungi which, when in- 
troduced into the body, produces a 
disease which appeared to be identi- 
cal with measles, and which con- 
ferred immunity upon those who had 
been inoculated with these spores. 

Is there any coincidence between 
an increased prevalence of measles 
and mouse-plagues? Dr. King at- 
tempts to answer this question inthe 
affirmative, and to show that during 
the three most notable mouse- 
plagues of recent times measles was 
prevalent in one of the locali- 
ties at the same time. The scenes 
of the superabundance of mice were, 
respectively Scotland, Thessaly and 
Russia during the years from 1892- "' 
n Scotland in 1893, when the moui 
plague had reached its acme, the 
imber of deaths recorded from 
sasles was greater than for any 
previous year for which a record was 
kept. 

"The author adduces other evi- 
dence presumably in favor of the 
theory, and while confessing that 
this for the most part only probable 
or presumptive, explains how positive 
evidence might be obtained by ex- 
periment."
